Ernest Besin welcomed seven 
foreign ministers and two am­ 
bassadors to the St. J a m e s 
Palace meeting which w i l l 
bring into being for the first 
time a “parliament of Eur­ 
ope.” 
Two foreign ministers— B e I- 
gium’s Paul Spaak and Ireland’s 
Sean McBridge—were a b s e n t 
from the opening session of the 
conference, which is expected to 
resolve quickly the one or t w o 
points in the draft statute still 
unsettled. Both w'ere expected to 
arrive later.

REMOVAL of the tonsils is ordi­ 
narily a simple operation, from 
which the patient makes a q u ick, 
u ncomplicated recovery. 
Sometimes, however, an infection 
may develop at or near the site 
of operation, invading the lymph 
glands of the neck, the deeper lay­ 
ers of the skin, or the spaces be­ 
tween the mu scles. In other cases, 
there may be a blood clot in a vein 
of the neck, or the infection may 
enter the blood stream to cause sep­ 
ticaemia or blood poisoning. 


Trouble Swallowing 


When su ch an infection develops, 
It u su ally starts gradu ally. The 
temperatu re rises, and there are 
often chills and sweats. The patient 


may be helpfu l in bringing the in­ 
fection to a head. 
The su lfonamide dru gs and peni­ 
cillin are, of cou rse, valu able in 
combating 
infections

germs which are sensitive to the 
action of these dru gs.

REMOVAL of the tonsil* i* ordi­ 
narily a simple operation, from 
which the patient make* a quick, 
uncomplicated recovery. 
Sometimes, however, an infection 
may develop at or near the site 
of operation, invading: the lymph 
glands of the neck, the deeper lay­ 
ers of the skin, or the spaces be­ 
tween the muscles. In other cases, 
there may be a blood clot in a vein 
of the neck, or the infection may 
enter the blood stream to cause sep­ 
ticaemia or blood poisoning;. 


Trouble Swallowing 


When such an infection develops, 
It usually start# gradually. The 
temperature rises, and there are 
often chills and sweats. The patient 
may have difficulty in swallowing 
and breathing. There is pain in the 
throat and neck. On examination, 
tender areas can be found. 
Just why these infections develop 
after removal of the tonsils cannot 
always be determined. They may 
occur because there is some infec­ 
tion in the tonsils or throat when 
the tonsils are removed, or the pa­ 
tient may have a cold. Injury to 
some of the muscles during the ton­ 
sil operation may be a factor. 
These infections of the neck may 
be treated in one of two ways. Some 
physicians favor early draining of 
the infected areas. Others prefer 
to wait until they are sure that the 
involved area has been well found 
and has b^gun to localize. The use 
iii hot packs and X-ray treatments 


may be helpful in bringing tbs in­ 
fection to a head.

Kern s which a rt sensitive to th* 
action of these drugs. 
General Strength 
The patient’* general strength 
should be kept up by rest in bed and 
plenty of fluid. An injection of 
whole blood into a vein is useful 
when toe infection is severe. If 
there is great difficulty in swallow­ 
ing, it may be necessary to pass a 
tube directly into the stomach to 
that food can be taken. 
The physician will, of course, de­ 
cide just when the infection should 
be cut open and drained and the 
type of operation to carry out. Ae 
a rule, after the infection is opened, 
a drain is required and a suitable 
dressing put on. 
If an infected blood clot is pres­ 
ent in one of the veins of the neck, 
it, too, must be treated. 
Following the removal of the ton­ 
sils, the patient alwaye is watched 
carefully by the physician to make 
sure that this type of complication 
is not developing or, if it does oc­ 
cur, that it is discovered early and 
promptly treated.
